ADELPHI THEATRE.—ON Saturday evening this Theatre closed 
for the season with Victorine, the Monkeys, Jim Crow, and 
Oliver Twist, Mr. Yates delivered a farewell address.

He assured them that during the recess every 
exertion would be made to form an efficient dramatic corps for 
next season, and that the increasing patronsage be hid enjoyed, 
would stimulate him to fresh exertions to ensure their approba- 
tion. The address was received with great applause. Mr. Rice 
was Called forward, and thanked the audience for the kindness 
they had evinced towards him, assuring them be should ever re- 
member it with gratitude.—The house was crowded.

Lane Theatre, on Easter Monday, is entitled The King of the

ST. JAMES’s THEATRE.—The young lion attached to the St. 
James’s Theatre, known by the familisr name of Bobby—who 
paid the debt of nature in his den at the above Theatre at an 
‘ early hour on Sunday morning, was the chief favorite of the 
audience from the surprizing agility he displayed in leapwg 
through the hoops, over sticks,&c., for which his age,( being only 
two years and half old,) rendered him peculiarly adapted. It 
was ohserved by his keepers that he had not been well for a 
few days past. On Friday he was too weak to move, and on 
Saturday his illness increased to such an extent, that though 
exhibited in his den in the evening, lett any disappointment 
should ensue to the audience, he was totally unable to remain 
upright. ‘Io the night he grew worse, and at an early hour on 
Sunday he expired. Scarcely had a mioute elapsed, when ‘the 
only remaining lion, ‘*‘ The King of Prussia,” better known as 
the Prince, evinced symptoms of illness, and shortly afterwards 
breathed his jast. This animal was unanimously considered to 
be the most noble- and majestic ever seen in Europe. He was 
eight years of age, and had been imported into this country 
about four months. His keepers had by their kindness acquired 
a wonderful controul over him, The lion did not betray the 
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slightest sigos of indisposition until Saturday evening, when he 
refrained from partak'ng of his customary food. Hot fomentations 
were immediately applied, during the application of which the 
sufferer languidiy licked tbe hands of his keepers—all endeavours 
to save him were of no avail, and at four o’clock on Sunday 
afternoon ‘* The King of Prussia” ceased to exist. The loss of 
these two animals is estimated at 1000 guineas. Mysterious re- 
ports have been circulated as to the cause of their deaths, and 
their bodies are shortly to undergo a medical examination, 
Theatrical Performances in Passion Week.—VYeusterday 
morning a communication was received from ths Lord Chambz:r- 
lain, probibiting the amateur performances at the Minor Theatre, 
Catherine Street, Strand, during Passion Week.
